It is already clear, he said, that’ 
there will be discussions related 
to curriculum, the physical plant, 
classroom techniques, guidance 
and possibly, as a foundation, the 
role of education in various 
societies, There is somewhat 
general agreement that the present 
function of education should be to 
“‘create citizens to perpetuate the 
society"’, the chairman said, 

The function of this official group 
is to plan and providea conference 
program, one which Viehmann says 
is expected to fill at least two 
evenings.

After all these years, the Town 
of Andover has the beginnings of 
a sensible purchasing system, It 
is reflected in the newly- 
published Purchasing Manual is 
sued by our Town Manager, 

By charter, the Town Manager 
is charged with the responsibility 
for the purchasing and contracting 
for all supplies, services, mater- 
ials and equipment, except library 
and school books and related 


audio-visual equipment, for all, 


Town departments = including our 
school system, 

It is obvious that along with 
the authority and responsibility the 
Town Manager has in this area, 
goes an accountability to the Town 
for the honest, faithful and eff= 
cient operation of the purchasing 
function, Among other things, this 
means that he must be satisfied 
that requisitions from the various 
departments reflect a genuine 
need, are not discriminatory, are 
not continually requesting a brand 
name or sole source item, and in 
no other way play favorites with 
vendors, whoever they may be, 

That the Town Manager is fully 
cognizant of the foregoing we have 
no doubt; it seems to be amptly 
demonstrated by the provisions 
contained in the Purchasing 
Manual, This alone, however, is 
not enough; there must be the 
active co-operation of all Town 
employees for the new system to 
work properly, 

It is possible that there may 
be some complaints and cri- 
ticism from some Town employees 
at the necessity to operate in 
conformance with the procedures 
in the new purchasing system, 
Past experience in situations of 
this kind indicates that most such 
are from persons who hate to give 
up what they think are their per- 
sonal prerogatives, There can be 
no personal prerogatives when it 
comes to spending the taxpayers’ 
money! 

We think it is the duty of all 
responsible Town employees to 
co-operate in making the new pur- 
chasing system work, and we 
recommend the Purchasing Manual 
for their serious Study and 
conscientious application,

The state designates the reta rded 
as those with an IO of 80 or below, 
Any community that has five or 
more such children in its school 
System, must set up a Special 
Education program, In Andover, 
this encompasses the four classes 
meeting at Jackson School and in= 
cludes the system's provision for 
further education of some at the 
two-year-old North Reading Ree 
habilitation Center, 

Intended as a report to interest 
the townspeople in a broader and 
more sympathetic understanding 
of just what retardation is and 
what it is not, the League study 
points up the fact that of the 5.4 
million retarded people in the 
U. S., 5 million are only mildly 
retarded, and as such, capable of 
becoming self-supporting meme= 
bers of society, 

In its four categories, retarda- 
tion is defined this way: 

The profoundly retarded, those 
with an IQ of less than 20 who 
must usually be institutionalized 
and require lifetime care and 
Supervision, 

The severly retarded, those with 
an IQ of 20 to 35, 

The moderately retarded, those 
with an IQ of 35 to 50 who, with 
those in the second Category, make 
up the group educationally known 
as “‘trainables,"* They require
